PIGGOTT, Ark., March 16.—The 
St. Francis River levee, two miles 
northeast of Piggott, crumbled at 
three places shortly before 5 o’clock 
this morning. Five hundred farm 
families started moving their live- 
stock toward Crowleys Ridge. 

The first break occurred at Bogy 
Pond, three miles from here, and 
others. within a distance of half a | 
mile on each side. Water 


Was | 
spreading over the basin between | 
the Ridge and the river. | 

Lack of sandbags was blamed | 
for the break. Several hundred men) 
had: held the river back and felt re-| 
lieved when they heard of five, 
breaks on the Missouri side near|

here, but they did not arrive in time. | 

Reports received here today said, 
three breaks occurred near Careéy-| 
ville, southeast of Piggott, early last 
night. The floodwaters were spread- 
ing and moving toward Green Coun- 
ty, to the south from this county. 

Relief. workers said the situation 
was bad at, Corning, Ark., where the 
Black River was at the top of the 
levee. 

Elsewhere in Southeast, Missouri 
rivers and streams slowly subsided, 
leaving’ about 4000 persons under 
Red Cross care.

St.. Francis River burst through

fertile land. 

Preparations were under way to 
care for an expected influx of 1500 
refugees as, the muddy waters 
spread over the countryside. About 
500 persons sought shelter here last 
night. 

Officials said there was no dan- 
ger to residents of Kennett. Three 
WNegroes drowned Thursday near 
Sikeston, Mo., were the only known 
casualties of the high water. It 
was estimated at least 50,000 acres 
in the Kennett area will be under 
water when the river completes its 
rampage. 

The new danger point. last night 
was at Senath, Mo., 12 miles south 
of here, where the river was ex- 
pected to rise five feet above the 
flood stage of 25 feet. Cardwell, 
Mo., also was in the path of the 
flood. , 

Sixteen National Guardsmen and 
civil employes of the United States 
Engineers Corps were rescued yes- 
terday morning from a section. of 
levee surrounded by the flood. They 
were taken to safety in a motor 
boat piloted by Roy Thompson, 
Memphis, Tenn., of the United 
States Engineers Department. 

Engineers and other workers re- 
ported the heroic work yesterday 
of Corp. Clifford Dickerson, 24 
years old, Hayti, Mo., a member of 
the Missouri National Guard.

Long Interrupts. 

Striding about the chamber, Sen- 
ator Long interrupted criticism of 
the compromise by Senator Cutting 
(Rep.), New Mexico.

200,000 GALLONS OF WHISKY 
DESTROYED IN PEORIA FIRE 


Rectifying Plant of Penn-Maryland 
Co. Burns, With Loss of 
$500,000. 

By the Associsted Press. 

PEORIA, Ill., March 16.—A $500,- 
000 fire destroyed the rectifying 
plant of the Penn-Maryland Co. 
here early today. 

Two hundred thousand gallons of 
whisky were destroyed. The liquor 
was stored’ mostly in barreis which, 
exploding, sent spouts of blue flame 
00 to 100 feet in the air. Flames 
from the unroofed structure rose 
nearly that high in a solid mass. 

Twenty firemen . found them- 
selves trapped inside a high fence 
surmounted by wire when a three- 
story wall fell outward. Seeing the 
wall begin to give way, the men 
dashed for safety, but were 
trapped by the fence 30 feet from 
the building. Only the fact that 
eight feet of the wall remained 
standing, shortening the area cov- 
ered by the falling bricks, saved 
the firemen from death and injury. 

A breeze which carried blazing 
pieces of wood and paper for hun- 
dreds of yards for a time threat- 
ened other buildings in the huge 
plant, one of the five largest plants 
in the country. 

The plant was built a little more 
than a year ago.

Ferguson, president of the Newport 
News Shipbuilding and Drydock 
Co. It asked compensation for 
Shearer's services to the “Big 
Three” shipbuilding companies for 
activities at the Geneva Conference 
and elsewhere. 

In the letter Shearer called atten- 
tion to difficulties he had encoun- 
tered in obtaining approval of a 
congressional appropriation for 
cruisers. Summarizing the results 
of the work he claimed to have per- 
formed, he added: 

“Twelve Senators (the correct 
number was later discovered to be

Wages Versus Small Business. 

Later he said: “On one side of 
the question is whether you are go- 
ing to maintain hours and wages 
for the social advantages involved. 

“What's the stake on the other 
side? Whether a man will be put 
out of business because he isn’t able 
to operate as efficiently as the 
other man? Whether he is to be 
put out of business because he can’t 
pay the minimum wage?” 

“You must enforce the code for 
the social benefits involved against 
the 10 per cent that the code may 
destroy, or if you are determined to 
avoid the destruction of the ineffi- 
cient units, then we've got to aban- 
don the purpose of serving the so- 
cial side.” 

“Isn't that what the trusts always 
have done?” Senator King (Dem.), 
Utah, asked. 

“If it is true that tne trust did 
aspire to do that,” Williams replied, 
“the difference would be in the fact 
that they were doing it for a selfish 
private purpose while you would do 


fit for a public purpose.” 


Scrutiny of Trade Practices. 

Williams said that in any such 
code there must be “careful scrut- 
iny of the trade practice provisions” 
and that they must be confined 
“very largely to the class of things 
that are definitely unfair, dishonest 
or destructive.” 

King remarked that the theory 
that a majority of a trade could 
impose its wil on a minority was 
foreign to “our philosophy of gov- 
ernment.” 

Hastings contended it was “not 
good Americanism” to tell a man 
he could not stay in business unless 
he paid a certain wage. 

Williams replied that a few units 
of industry should not be permitted 
to break down all standards. 

“I have never seen any way to 
justify taking 100 men competing 
with each other and have the Gov- 
ernment go in and tie.99 of them to 
trees and let the other one go 
around with a knife in his hands,” 
he said. 

Congress and Small Business. 

“There isn’t any doubt what Con- 
gress will do,” Senator Bailey 
(Dem.), North Carolina, said. “It 
will take the side of small business.” 
Williams said ‘here was much 
criticism of NRA from business, 
“but when you ask a man if he 
wants to continue under the code 
we often get the response: ‘No, 
that was not what I was taking 
about.’ ” 

“There are a great many more 
people in industry under codes who 
want the codes continued than want 
them thrown out of the window,” 
he added. 

King’s questioning of Williams 
developed the latter’s view on re- 
laxation of the anti-trust laws. 
“Except as the anti-trust laws 
can be modified to that minimum 
amount necessary to permit busi- 
ness men to work together,” Wil- 
liams said, “I think it probably true 
that the codes will not survive.”

Francisco Today. 

Leong Den Jeung, cook at the St. 

704 Pine street, appeared 
at the Immigration Inspectors’ of- 
fice this morning, lugging a heavy 
suitcase and his bedding roll. 

He is to be deported, having en- 
tered the country illegally in 1926, 
and will be placed aboard a train 
of special cars which is to arrive 
here, en route for San Francisco, at 
6:30 o'clock tonight. The cars, 
which form what immigration au- 
thosities call a “pick-up train,’ are 
hauled across the country regular- 
ly, picking up aliens who have been 
ordered deported.

DISPUTE OVER BEER 


Royal Breweries Head Says 
Internal Dissension Precipe 
itatéd Bankruptcy Action. 


Internal dissension in manage- 
ment-and poor judgment in the se- 
lection cf a beer to produce was 


responsible for the bankruptcy of 
the Royal Bre veries, Inc., William 
E. Willis, former president of the 
concern, testified yesterday in 
Bankruptcy Court. 

He said he resigned as head of 
the firm about three weeks before 
the filing of the bankruptcy peti- 
tion after stockholders and offi- 
cers became dissatisfied with his 
management. The petition was filed 
in Federal Court Jan. 8 after the 
company had been in operation only 
a few months. Schedules listed lia- 
bilities of $10,175 and assets of 
$4000. 

“The trouble. was,” he said, “that 
we were making a good beer, but 
tried to change it when a few of 
our first customers kicked. We had 
two formulas for beer, one for a 
Weiss beer anc one for a wheat beer. 
We made the wheat ber first and 
put it in bottles with Weiss beer 
labels because that’s all we had. 
But the customers wanted the real 
Weiss so we decided to change. 

Explains Difference in Beers.’ 

“Weiss beer,” he explained to the 
Referee, “is cloudy. It has a heavy 
deposit of yeast on the bottom of 
the bottle, and when you open it, 
it shoots to the ceiling. It’s good 
for the morning after, too. 

“Our first beer—the wheat beer 
—was really a good product,” he 
continued, “but it wasn’t what the 
people expected. We decided to 
change to the real Weiss and ran

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THE AMERICAN WHO SAVED HUNGARY. 

The news mills grind so furiously that most read- 
ers have forgotten that Hungary once had an Amer- 
ican “dictator,” who saved the Magyar realm from 
bankruptcy and was hailed ‘by its Parliament as 
“savior of our country.” He was Jeremiah Smith Jr., 
and the achievement is recalled by his death this 
week in Boston. It was in the disastrous post-war 
years that Smith, as Commissioner-General for the 
League of Nations, took hold of Hungarian finances 
and brought order out of chaos. He cut Government 
expenses, increased revenues, balanced the budget 
and stabilized the currency. By the end of his re- 
gime, in 1926, Hungary had comparative prosperity. 

The best part of the story is yet to be told. Smith 
declined Hungary’s offer of $160,000 salary. He 
turned back $60,000 from his expense fund, which he 
had been authorized to keep. He. refused even a 
decoration for hig services. Grateful Hungary con- 
verted the saving into a scholarship fund, to send 
students to the United States.

A Post-Dispatch inquiry has developed that Public 
Administrator Sheehan has charged estates $5391.50 
to cover the annual premium on his bond of $100,000,

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VISION IN MISSOURI ROAD-BUILDING. 

With its original task of building a 7528-mile main 
highway system virtually finished, the State High- 
way Commission has not gone to sleep on its laurels, 
but has pushed into new fields and charted its fu- 
ture course. It has undertaken the construction of 
farm-to-market roads in a system exceeding the mile- 
age of the original routes and has recognized that 
this supplementary layout must not be of rigid na- 
ture, but should be altered and expanded to meet 
changing needs and means. 

State roads have been extended to 1262 of the 1645 
communities of 50 or more population, it was shown 
in the commission’s biennial report. “Black top” sur- 
facing has been applied in increasing volume to end 
the nuisance and danger of flying gravel. The com- 
mission said: 

As traffic continues to increase, it will become 
imperative to spend more and more money on 
widening roads, shortening distances, reducing 
curvature, easing grades, lengthening sight dis- 
tances, rebuilding old bridges and culverts, re- 
placing low types of surfacing with higher types, 
reducing traffic hazards by grade separations, 
etc. These improvements, together with routine 
maintenance and other fixed charges, will absorb 
all of our current revenues, so that any exten- 
sion. of the State road mileage will have to be 
financed from increased license fees and gasoline 
tax, or from some new sources of revenue. 

The original 7528-mile road system is a fraction 
less than 99 per cent completed, while 390 miles of 
certain additional roads authorized under the 1928 
bond issue have progressed almost as far. The com- 
mission has finished 58.9 per cent of the 351-mile 
traffic relief system and 56.2 per cent of the es- 
timated 8000-mile farm-to-market system. All told, it 
has spent, or committed itself to spend, more than 
$264,000,000 in completing 76.8 per cent of the entire 
16,268-mile. network. For its accomplishment and 
vision, the commission is to be commended. May the 
politicians leave it alone to continue doing a good job.

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The President’s message was entirely de- 
voted to this section. Nine-tenths of the 
public discussion has been devoted to it. 
It is the part of the bill which calls for the 
dissolution within five years of certain kinds 
of utility holding companies. While it seems 
unlikely to me that this is the most import- 
ant part of the bill, it is the easiest to un- 
derstand. The other parts of the bill which 
regulate the transmission and sale of nat- 
ural gas and electric energy in interstate 
commerce are far more complicated and far 
more debatable. 


A holding company is a corporation which 
owns enough stock in other‘ companies to 
control their management. There are, I be- 
lieve, about 20 big ones in the gas and elec- 
tric industry, and they control the bulk 
of the industry. Some of them are amaz- 
ing contraptions, 

There is one system in which there are 
nine holding companies piled on top of the 
operating companies, with the result, accord- 
ing to the statement of Representative Ray- 
burn, that $50,000 of stock in the top hold- 
ing company controls the management of a 
billion dollars of book value down below. In 
another system, $23,000 of stock at the top 
controls the operation of another billion of 
property down below. In still another, the 
structure was so fantastically complicated 
that one man was secretary or officer in 
about 200-corporations within the system. 
It sounds crazy, but I suppose Mr. Rayburn 
knows what he is talking about. 

No one seriously defends such corporate 
complexity. Nor does anyone seriously deny 
that such complexity, combined with cen- 
tralized control, has led to gross abuses. 
Thus, for example, the recent memorandum 
issued by Philip H. Gadsden for the Com- 
mittee of Public Utility Executives admits 
that the charges leveled against these gigan- 
tic holding companies are at least partly 
true in certain instances. 

Mr. Gadsden’s contention fs that the evils 
should be corrected and that they can be 
corrected without eliminating “the holding 
companies altogether.” He urges that, in 
spite of their abuses, they also have ad- 
vantages; that they achieve economy, that 
they promote development of the industry 
by making it easier to raise capital through 
diversifying the risk, that they favor effi- 
ciency through unifying management and, 
though he does not make the point’ through 
scientific research. 


unconnected operating companies. 

This is clearly the way the President un- 
derstands the bill. It is the way it is un- 
derstood by so honest and able a critic of 
the bill as the New York Journal of Com- 
merce, which says that “the full force of the 
prohibitory feature of the law falls upon ‘the 
holding companies that control scattered 
properties, which are the dominant type in 
the United States. These would have to 
dissolve, or, at best, exchange their prop- 
erties for adjoining operating subsidiaries 
of other holding concerns.” 

On the merits of the proposed policy, there 
is, it seems to me, just one argument that 
needs to be considered carefully. It is 
whether the diversification of risk through 
the holding of scattered companies is de- 
sirable in order to raise capital for the de- 
velopment of the industry. I should like to 
see the evidence as to how much of the 
capital raised for these giant holding com- 
panies has actually been invested in power 
plants, and in what other ways they have 
aided their operating companies to raise 
funds. Perhaps the evidence has already 
been submitted. If it has been, I have not 
happened to see it. 

Apart from this, the main problem is, it 
Seems to me, to decide how the surgical op- 
eration can be performed with the least loss 
of blood by all concerned. Now, the opera- 
tion is to be done by the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission, and Mr. Kennedy ought, 
I believe, to be asked by Congress to say 
whether Section 10 of the pill, as written, 
can be carried out as efficiently and as safe- 
ly as the President says it should be. 


There is no point in failing to learn the

Sewell of misconduct with Emerson 
although he censured her for “one 
decided indiscretion.” The “indis- 
cretion” occurred during a beach 
party, in which Emerson and Mrs. 
Sewell occupied one bed and Sewell 
and Mrs. Emerson another. 

Judge Lindsey severely lectured 
both the Emersons and the Sewells 
in his decision. He wrote: 

“When a husband sees his wife 
in danger of becoming the victim 
of the blandishments of another 
man, he must know that that man 
is a potential seducer of his wife. 
It is then the husband’s duty to 
measure up to the proper responsi- 
bilities of such a situation. Unless

blood pressure is down 10 points 
from the week before, and will 
think he is cured and begin to in- 
dulge in excesses. Then the next 
week he will find it is up 10 points 
and this willthrow him into unnec- 
essary melancholy. 

What the patient finds it hard 
to realize is that the blood pressure 
fluctuates within very wide limits 
in normal people, and even more 
so when it is in any way disordered. 
Therefore, small variations over 
a short period of time do not mean 
very much either for good or bad. 
It is for this reason that my friend 
believed that blood pressure read- 
ings, if taken, should not be. dis- 


closed to the patient. Of course, he | 


did not mean that they were not 
valuable pieces of information to 
the physician. 

It must be remembered that blood 
pressure examinations have been 
made only for a comparatively 
short period of time. It is less than 
30 years ago that life insurance 
companies began to require blood 
pressure readings on all applicants. 
And since they were supposed to be 
used to determine the prospects of 
long life, we have not yet had time 
to gather the information that we 
need. 

If we wanted to know the sig- 
nificance of different blood pres- 
Sures in men aged 25 as regards 
their longevity, it is plain that if 
a thousand such examinations were 
made on a thousand men 30 years 
ago, most of them still would be 
alive. So our observation is not 
completed. And really we won't 
know all about blood pressure until 
we have the records of a thousand 
mothers and fathers, and of their 
children from birth to death. So it 
won’t be until about A. D. 2000 that 
anyone will be able to be very dog- 
matic about the meaning of blood 
pressure. 

It is certainly true that those 
who have made the most elaborate 
study of the subject are the least 
willing to say that all the problems 
concerning blood pressure are set- 
tled. The opinions that they hold 
on it, as the eminent student I have 
referred to said, should be subject 
to radical revision at any time. 


QUESTIONS FROM READERS. 
J. S.: “In the Eighteen Day Diet 


could oranges be _ substituted  in- 
stead of grapefruit?” 
Answer: I am afraid not. The 


reason grapefruit is selected is be- 
cause it has a low amount of nutri- 
ment, with enough bulk to satisfy 
appetite in spite of the low nutri- 
ment. Oranges have more than 
twice as much sugar as grapefruit 
and not as much bulk. 


C. R.: “Please tell me what to do 
for warts on the hands.” 

Answer: The best treatment is 
exposure to the X-ray. It is en- 
tirely painless, and the wart falls 
off in about three weeks.
